Commissioner 
Tanner will be unloaded from the Pension 
Office, ju sta s Land Commissioner Soarks 
was dispensed with before Secretary Latnar 
was transferred from ihe Interior Depart­ 
ment to the Suprem e Bench. Noble, as 
Secretary of the Interior, wiil be succeeded 
by General Clarkson a: present First As­ 
sistant Postm aster General.

W a s h in g t o n , August 7th.-—A com m uni­ 
cation has been received at the Departm ent 
of State trom Minister Reid, inclosing a 
copy ot the new law oa French nationality. 
Under the provisions of this Act the son of 
a naturalized French-Am erican who hap­ 
pens to be born in France is French. 
The 
sou ofH Frenchm an born in tbe United, 
States is French, and as the law is sileut 
as to any lim itation iu this respect there 
may be, according to this doctrine, many 
generations of Frenchm en born in the 
United States. 
The naturaliza!ion abroad of a French­ 
man who has not complied with the m ili­ 
tary laws is void, unless he has before 
secured the authorization of the Govern­ 
m ent 
Native Americans of French parent­ 
age arc not, therefore, Americans in the eye 
ot the new statute. They are liable to m il­ 
itary service in Frauce. 
W ith reference to the right of being dom ­ 
iciled in France the new Uw states that all 
permissions given heretofore to that effect 
will expire in five years from the date of 
the present law, and wiil not be renewed 
in favor of those who, w ithin that period, 
have not applied for naturalization. 
This 
stipulation affects seriously all Americans 
doing business of auv kind iu France.

W a s h in g t o n , August 7th.—The officials 
of several prom inent banking institutions 
in tbis citv are just catching breath after a 
scare that for seviral hours threatened a 
panic in the local money m arket. For sev­ 
eral weeks rum ors have been current of a 
stringency in the money m arket, and Sec­ 
retary W isdom even felt called upon to do 
h¡3 best to dispel the cloud. 
Yesterday a 
report reached the treasurer of a Catholic 
institution that a panic was threatened. 
He prom ptly warned other Catholic insti­ 
tutions, and wilhiii two hours it is said, 
checks for the full am ount of ail deposits 
were presented at the banks by the officials 
of various churches, convents and acade­ 
mies, with a peremptory demand for pay­ 
m ent. These demands created consterna­ 
tion in m ore than one quarter, for the 
amounts were by 110 means sm all. 
In sev­ 
eral instances the deposits reached $75,000. 
The run made a great flurry, but tbe bank 
ofiicra'is hustled around and scraped the 
cash together. 
Before the close of baukiug 
hours over $1,000,000 had been paid out 
and the institutions had their money un­ 
der private lock and key. 
Money is now a little easier, but the bank 
officials are looking for the tipster who 
started the run upon them .

Stockton, in comm and of the Thetis, a re­ 
port of the movements of the vessel in 
the Arctic Ocean and of the rescue of the 
survivors of the whaling barks Little Ohio 
and Ohio Second, recently wrecked ou 
Naawok island, Behring Sea.

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T h e story comes from Ottawa that the 
Canadian seal fishers were this season 
w arned by the Dominion Government 
th a t they would not be afforded protection;

I t is very rare indeed that we can find 
justification for violence in the place of 
punishm ent under the law. 
B ut we must 
confess th at even-handed justice w as done 
by a sm all group of citizens at M innesota 
City on the 5th inst. 
A brute named 
H oppe determ ined to punish his son for 
letting some sheep out of a pen, where 
tliey had been long 
confined w ithout 
water. 
T his inhum an father seized his 
boy and 
bound a log-chaiu about his 
throat so tightly as almost to choke him . 
H e fastened the chain by a lock and left 
th e boy in a dangerous condition. 
A 
few hours later a younger son aroused 
th e neighbors and the lad was released 
from his sufferings, but not until a black­ 
sm ith had been called in to sever the 
chain, as it refused to yield except to the 
action of tools. 
W hen H oppe came home 
his neighbors assembled in strong force, 
and despite his struggles bound him w ith 
the chain in precisely the m anner he had 
tortured his son. 
How long they left him 
to suffer we are not told, but it is to be 
hoped th a t they did not release him early 
from his just punishm ent. 
There was 
cleaner and more expeditious justice done 
in this case than the law could possibly 
have accomplished, and w hile it was un­ 
lawfully administered, and we are bound 
to protest against the violence and against 
the assumption of the office of the law by 
this little M innesota mob, we still confess 
th a t the man received his deserts, th a t the 
indignation of his neighbors, manifest in 
th eir prom pt though rude adm inistration 
of punishm ent, was more valuable to soci­ 
ety in the region where the crime was 
com m itted than would have been the con­ 
finement of the ofiender in a jail, or the 
infliction of a heavy fine. 
T hat man, and 
all others inclined to be brutal, have re­ 
ceived a warning that will serve in that 
com m unity as a powerful deterrent. 


T h e gathering of th e newspapet men 
of N orthern and Central California in 
this city in a few weeks will be an occa­ 
sion when there will be a call for the ex­ 
tension of some courtesies and attention to 
th e visitors on the part of our citizens.

believe th at this Press Association can lie 
and will become a very powerful agency 
for good in the development of the State, 
by unifying efforts made in that direction- 
A ll agencies that are employed in the 
building of the State, and in the dissemi­ 
nation of knowledge concerning its capa­ 
city and its products, and that have a 
part in securing for the results of our in ­ 
dustry the best possible markets, and in 
directing the energies of our jieop'.e, be­ 
come more potential and useful when the 
units of such intelligence meet and con­ 
sult together as to the best means of a t­ 
taining the desired ends. 
Aside from this, 
the interests of Central and N orthern 
California, and the whole State, must be 
prom oted in all directions by having theee 
guides of the press meet in council occa­ 
sionally, w hile their m ingling in social 
intercourse and their discussion of the 
ethics of th eir business must have the 
effect of bettering the work of the inte­ 
rior press, and of elevating its character 
and corresixmdingly benefiting the sev­ 
eral communities they represent.

T he C entral Street R ailw ay was con­ 
structed to be operated by electrical motors 
to lie supplied by storage batteries. 
These 
proved uneconomic, as the R e c o r d -U n io n 
had feared would be the case. 
W hen the 
question came up df granting the company 
owing the road the right to use horses, 
instead of storage batteries, the R e c o r d - 


L 'n ion warmly advised th at the grant of 
privilege be made. 
The ordinance was 
passed, giving the company th at right, 
and we hold new, as then, th at it was wise 
action. 
A t the tim e of the discussion of 
the m atter it was stated th at the only 
really successful electric railways were 
those th at received the electrical current 
upon th eir cars to actuate the motors 
through direct connection w ith the gener­ 
ating machinery. 
I t was added th at as 
that system involved overhead wires in the 
streets, it would not be granted privileges 
in this city. 
A couple of weeks ago, in 
commenting upon a subm itted paper on 
electricity as a motive force, aud the prom­ 
ise th at the Folsom W ater Power Com­ 
pany holds out in th at direction for Sacra­ 
mento, and which involves the use of over­ 
head wires, th e R e c o r d -U n io n said : 
We take this opportunity to say we have not 
seen any sufficient reason, when all the benefits 
are considered, why a successful electric street 
system by other power generator than the stor­ 
age battery m ay not be used in Sacram ento. It 
appears, how ever to have been accepted by 
gentlem en who have been active in the prem ­ 
ises, that no oveAiead wire for tne transm ission 
of power would lie perm itted in Sacram ento. 
This is au assum ption, we contend, as yet u n ­ 
w arranted, aud a question upon w hich th e R e- 
cord-Usio n has not before expressed itself, and 
on w hich the people have given no testim ony 
as to th eir wishes, if, as is show n below, a 
score or more of cities of equal im portance w ith 
Sacram ento have perm itted the overhead wire, 
and found the system economic and greatly 
preferable to horses, we cannot understand, in 
present light, why the object i m should be 
deem ed insurm ountable in Sacram ento. 
Inquiry, reading and thought upon the 
suhject have since convinced us th at there 
are reasons th a t make the overhead wire 
preferable to no wire at all, and th at street 
railways may be operated by such a system 
w ithout offense to a well-ordered citv, or 
w ithout augm enting the difficulties th at 
wires interpose in the case of conflagra­ 
tions. A citizen who has had much oppor­ 
tunity to observe abroad, 
and 
whose 
interests 
in 
this 
city 
are 
very 
large, 
suggests 
a 
plan 
th at 
to 
our 
view 
deserves

H is suggestion is th at when 
the street railway companies are ready to 
employ electrftity as a motor power, and 
as is alleged to be true, th at they can do so 
by the overhead wire cheaper than by the 
use of horses as motors, th at they he 
granted the privilege and urged to avail 
of it upon this plan. 
A t every street 
crossing or at such longer distances as may 
be found proper and to answer the pur- 
po|e, spring from the second stories of -the 
business houses on eitherside of all business 
streets a very light and graceful arch rising 
to the bight of the third story perhaps, at 
its crown. 
These arches should be very 
light, rather ornam ental, and constructed 
w ith a view to creditable appearance as 
well as to utility. 
They would be of such 
opeu construction, involving no more than 
two pieces, or three at the best, th at their 
cost would be comparatively small. «From 
these arches let the overhead wires for 
electrical railways be suspended. 
From 
them let the street lights also depend. 
Along the centers of these arches let all 
wires for 
telegraphs, 
telephones, 
fire 
alarms and other purposes be strung, and 
thus be removed wholly from house-tops, 
over which they now pass and to which 
they are now attached, and from the poles 
along the street, three distinct kinds of 
which are now planted upon one or the 
other sides of ail principal highways. 
M e 
would thus get rid of the poles, render it 
easy to transm it power to the cars, and 
clear the roofs of wires th at are now an 
im pedim ent to firemen in their work. 
M'e 
would be rid of the supports now employed 
on the sides of the streets, and the thick 
mass of wires also th at run w ith the streets 
but a few feet from the second-story fronts. 
Certainly the suggestion has much merit, 
and besides getting the wires on the streets 
into better positions than along the lines 
of walkways, we would, by this system en­ 
courage the massing of wires in cables, 
conserve the distribution of power for 
small manufacturing, and remove w hat is 
here felt to be a threat by all capital en­ 
gaged in the utilization of electricity, the 
fear th at an agitation will come on for the 
running of wires under ground, a system 
th at capital declares is impossible here 
consistently with fair returns, and th at is 
feasible only in very large citieswhere there 
is an immense patronage of the companies, 
and even there the underground system is, 
say the promoters of- electrical schemes, 
of doubtful economy as yet. 
There is in 
this m atter so much food for thought and 
suggestion, that we trust it will be ser­ 
iously considered by the people of Sacra­ 
mento. 
To us it apfiears meritorious, and 
far preferable to the abandonment of elec­ 
trical power, the m ultiplication of wires 
upon the side ways, the planting of poles, 
and the discouragement of the introduc­ 
tion of power for small manufacturing.

She declared herself not 
guilty. 
The Judge, in his charge last evening to 
the jury, siated that there was strong and 
distressful evidence to show that the pris­ 
oner had a motive for ridding herself of 
her husband. This could be found in her 
infidelity, which had rendered it necessary 
for her to enter into inextricable mazes of 
lying. H e also called particular attention 
to the phrase, "H e is sick unto death,” 
contained in her letter to Brierly, in view 
of the fact that on the day the letter was 
written the doctors fully expected May­ 
brick to recover. This gave reason for be­ 
lieving the prisoner was desirous of being 
rid of her husband so that she m ight live 
with her param our. The Judge also put 
the question to the jury w hether it was 
reasonable to believe that a loving wife 
would yield to her husband’s suggestion 
and put an uuknow n powder in his food.

his wife, Florence Elizabeth Maybrick, was 
arrested for m urder. After an exam ina­ 
tion before the comm itting Magistrate on 
the 15th of June, she was held for trial be­ 
fore the Assizes. 
Mrs. Maybrick is an 
American. H er maiden nam e was Chan­ 
dler. Maj’brick m arried her eight years 
ago, he being 40 and she 18. Their m ar­ 
ried life was not happy, and Mrs. May- 
brick's relations with Brierly, who figured 
prom inently in the opening of the case, 
were the grounds of the quarrels that were 
supposed to have inspired the m urder. A 
nurse named Yapp, who had the care of 
Mrs. M aybrick's youngest child, swore 
that one day she dropped a letter which was 
given her by Mrs. Maybrick to post. The 
nurse opened it, which was addressed to 
Brierly, and in it Mrs. Maybrick intim ated 
that her husband would soon die.

M o n t r e a l , 
August 7 th .— Over 3,000 
words of a cable message were sent on the 
seizure of the Black Diamond to London, 
and in Canadian official circles it is under­ 
stood, from dispatches received since, that 
England will shortly make a remonstrance 
to the United States which will be strong 
enough to satisfy the most rabid Yankee- 
phobes and have a tendency to put a curb 
on the alleged indiscrim inate interference 
with Canadian vessels in the Pacific Ocean 
and Behring Sea. 
Mr. Chipman, the Private Secretary to 
the Minister of Marine, says: “ The Black 
Diamond is safe where she is. They will 
hardly come into Victoria to take her out, 
as the English men-of war m ight have 
som ething to say. No doubt explauations 
will follow, as it cannot be conceived that 
they mean to fight over it.” 


a c a l m e r v i e w . 


O t t a w a (Ont.), August 7 th —The Deputy 
M inister of Fisheries looks upon the recent 
seizures as one of the best steps that could 
be taken to protect the great seal fisheries 
in Behring Sea from being entirely de­ 
pleted. The whole world, he says, has an 
interest in tbeir preservation, and the m ari­ 
time powers of the world, he believes, will 
unite in protecting them from the wanton 
destruction which has been made among 
young seals ia recent years. 
The owners of Canadian sealing vessels, 
when starting out on their trips to the 
Behring Sea this season, were told by the 
authorities at Ottawa that they did so en­ 
tirely on their own responsibility, and 
m ust abide by the consequences if seizure 
followed. 
The 
Dominion 
Government 
could afford them no physical protection, 
and if they got into trouble no assurance 
could be given that they would be indem ­ 
nified for any loss. In fact, the owners of 
these Canadian sealing vessels were dis­ 
couraged and advised not to embark in 
Behring Sea fisheries until the m atter was 
definitely settled.

SUM M ERIN G AT CISCO. 


T rout F ish in g N ear th e S u m m it o f th e 
S ierras. 
H undreds of people from the valleys are 
now camped along the various streams 
near the sum m it of the Sierra Nevada 
m ountains 
or 
stopping 
in 
the 
hotels 
in 
the 
neighborhood. 
In 
the streams and lakes near Cisco the trout 
fishing has been excellent until w ithin the 
past 
two 
weeks, when the 
speckled 
beauties in the Y uba commenced to get 
shy, on account of the num ber of sports­ 
men who were on tbe stream continually. 
R. A . Campbell’s hotel, at Cisco, has been 
well filled all the season and the guests 
have enjoyed first-class sport. 
Cisco is 5,!>40 feet above the level of the 
sea. 
On the north, across 
the south 
fork of the Y uba river. Red m ountain rises 
to an altitude of 8,000 feet. Directly on the 
top of this m ountain is located a square 
house, where two employes of the Southern 
Pacific Company keep constant watch, day 
and night, over the long line of snow-sheds 
that cover the road from the Sum m it to 
Em igrant Gap. 
The look-out station is 
connected by telephone with the telegraph 
office at Cisco, and as soon as a fire breaks 
out it is at once located and water trains 
start from Em igrant Gap and the Sum m it 
to extinguish the flames 
The view from 
the look-out station is som ething grand. 
There is talk of erecting a large and 
costly hotel on the south fork of tbe Yuba, 
about a miie and a half from Cisco, near 
the New H am pshire Rocks. The site is 
one of the most delightful and picturesque 
in the Sierra Nevadas, and the investm ent 
c-rald hardly fail to prove a paying one. 
The site is owned by Mr. Campbell, but it 
is understood that the hotei is to he erected 
by a syndicate of Chicago capitalists. The 
drive from the hotel at Cisco to the New 
H am pshire Rocks, over the old Donner 
Lake stage road, is a delightful one, the 
scenery being unsurpassed in beauty. 
Mr. Campbell has been at Cisco for fif­ 
teen years, and has done m uch towards 
keeping the lakes and stream s stocked 
with fish. 
Last year be put .50,000 trout in 
the south fork of the Yuba, including Mc­ 
Cloud river. Eastern and na'ive. 
H e has 
placed black bass in Lake Fenner, Eagle 
Lake, Crystal Lake and Lake valley. 
He 
has a beautiful lake near the top of the 
Black Buttes, called Lake Campbell, and 
this he has stocked w ith trout. The Ftsh 
Commissioners cannot do a better thing 
than to place a large num ber of young 
front in Mr. Campbell's hands for stocking 
the stream s in that vicinity, as be knows 
just where to place them to secure the best 
results.

FU1T AT DARTLETT SPRIHGS. 
Sacramentan» Who Are Enjoying Them* 
aelves and Catching Tront, 
A correspondent of the R ecord Ujiion, 
writing from Bartlett Springs under date of 
the 6th, gives the following news concern­ 
ing the doings of visitors there : 
“The following Sacramento people are 
registered here : Add. C. Hinkson and son, 
W . H. McKenna, and his sister. Miss Lena 
MqKgnna. D. Brophy, John King, John 
McFetrish, John Fox, H. C. Hotfilter and 
wile, E. C. Dudley and wife, J. D. Hatch, 
Ed. Dreimyer, J. A. Moffitt, wife and chil­ 
dren, Arthur Matvey. 
W. C. Goode, of 
Baker & Hamilton, was here tor a few 
days. O. H. P. Sheets was here for a week, 
and during his Btay treated the guests to 
some choice vocal music. 
Two* rival photographers are camped 
here, and they take views of parties around 
the springs, selling the views at 50 cents 
each, and are doing a large business. 
Venison is plentiful. Hunters bring the 
deer into this place, and retail it at 12 cents 
per pound, and it sells readily. Just think 
—you can buy ice-cream at 25 cents a plate, 
and the demand is large, especially on 
warm days. 
The weather has not bsen very warm so 
far, there having been only three hot davs, 
the mercury reaching 102°. The weather 
now is delightful. 
A dance was given at Allen Springs, 
three miles below here, last night. There 
was a large attendance, and a good time 
was had. 
Extensive improvements are contem­ 
plated for the springs in the near future. A 
read is being pushed rapidly now from 
Clear Lake to the springs, and the staging 
will then be only twelve miles. The esti­ 
mated cost of this road is $25,000. The 
writer took a trip up the summit, on the 
line of the proposed road, and on reaching 
the highest point was awed by the beauti­ 
ful sight. To look down on the beautiful 
Clear Lake and the surrounding country 
was a sight never to be forgotten. 
A fishing party, composed of Add. C. 
Hinkson, A. J. Jackson and Arthur Manley, 
hired a man to take them to Cache Creek, 
ten miles from Bartlett’s, to waylay the 
festive trout, and when the turnout (com­ 
prised of a large covered wagon and two 
ordinary mutes, which could take the prize 
for slow work), drove up in front ot the 
hotel the party began to pile a wav their 
luggage in the wagon. Says Hinkson: 
' bay, Mauley, did you get any snake anti­ 
dote ?" 
“Pshaw ! No, we won’t need any.” 
“Oh, well, we had better take some, any­ 
way.” 
So the desired article was procured, and 
with best wishes for success the party took 
their departure. After a ride of ten miles 
they reached Cache Creek and camped out 
for the night. The spot was named “Camp 
Hinkson. 1 The cooking outfit was com­ 
posed of one frying-pan, three tin-cups and 
one tin-plate. Supper was procured at a 
house near by, and the party retired to rest. 
Where did they rest? Why, in an old 
haystack that Hinkson found. And it was 
a night of blissful repose. The mountains 
near by were all on fire, and it was as light 
as day, and the air ladened with smoke, 
which made it uncomfortable. In a short 
time silence reigned supreme, and the 
moaning of the pines and the snoring of 
the campers was all that was to be heard 
in “Camp Hinkson.” 
At three a. m. the party arose, and after 
building a fire between two rocks, coffee 
was made—without sugar or milk—simply 
common, black coffee. 
After partaking of the meal, the party 
set out for the trout stream, about two 
miles distant,and by 11 a. m., Mr. Jackson 
had caught sixty-one large fine trout. Mr. 
Hinkson, not being so sprv as the others, 
caught twenty of the speckled beauties. 
Manjey succeeded in breaking the record 
for visitors at Bartletts, by catching ninety- 
nine in four hoars, which is considered 
good fishing by experts. 
The party came back to camp and were 
soon homeward bound. Mr. Hinkson 
acted as the driver, and he was voted a suc­ 
cess, but the next day he could not raise 
his arm to his head it was so used up 
by pounding the mules over the back. As 
the party was coming down a very steep 
and narrow grade one hind wheel went off 
the grade several times but came back after 
a little work, but to look in the canyon 
hund,eds of feet below made one shudder 
at the thought of going over. 
Two large rattlesnakes were killed by 
tb® party. These reptiles are dangerous 
now in this neighborhood, as they are 
blind, and do not rattle at the approach of 
anyone, so one has no warning. It was 
suggested by one of the party that all 
hands had better take some of the 
“antidote” by wsy of a preventive, and 
thus fortified the party got back in safety. 
Hinkson thinks mules are a failure as a 
motive power, and says he never wants to 
act as driver again. 
The Kecord-Vnion is the paper up here, 
and is eagerly sought for by all.

W hat A gricultural 
D irectors Say of 
F resno and M erced. 
Mention was made on Monday of the fact 
that Messrs. Curis. Green and George,W. 
Hancock had just returned from a tour 
amoDg the San Joaqnin Valley counties, 
looking up the prospect of securing county 
exhibits at the coming State Fair. In an 
interview with a R ecord U nion reporter 
yesterday, Mr. Hancock said : 
"Having been called upon by the State 
Board of Agriculture to solicit county ex­ 
hibits, I can hardly refrain from saying a 
few words of my impressions of Fresno. 
Having been somewhat familiar with that 
section twenty years ago, when it was not 
common tobe in sight of two habitations 
at the same time, you can imagine my sur­ 
prise at seeing shade trees on the public 
roads leading out from the town lor dis­ 
tances of ten or twelve miles. Director 
Green and myself were entertained by the 
President of the local Board of Trade, Mr. 
Thos. E. Hughes. We were taken in a car­ 
riage and driven about the settlement for 
thirty or forty miles, and though the day 
was what a Sacramentan would call awful­ 
ly hot. 
“The places of interest visited did not 
leave much time to think of the tempera­ 
ture, and we did not learn whether the 
mark was as high as 100° or higher, but it 
seemed warm enough for all practical pur­ 
poses. The growth of vegetation is mar­ 
velous, and the improvement is vast. It is 
not here and there sn orchard, with long 
stretches of barren land between, but it is 
one alter another—almost a solid continu­ 
ance—and the loads of fruit on the vines 
and trees are a secondary aff air. Very little 
irrigation is being done, except on vines or 
trees the firet season of planting. One of 
the strongest evidences of stability is that 
one firm there has told $350,CO0 worth 
of lands, wholly on credit, taking mort­ 
gages of the full purchase price, and at the 
end of four and five years every mortgage 
but one, of $4,000, has been paid. 
“It would seem that no other evidence 
of stability and prosperity is necessary, but 
I will give another. In the town itself, all 
of the large new buildings qf the place 
have been built by men who live in the 
town, except two. It is not a place of non­ 
resident speculation. It is something won­ 
derful, the confidence of the people In (heir 
own county. Street improvements are in­ 
augurated and work commenced which® 
would startle the owners of this staid town 
of 40,000 souls. One man will be called 
upon to pay an assessment of $15,000.” 
“Well, do you think a place of such 
enterprise and thrift will fail to make a 
county exhibit at our coming fair?” 
“They did not make a positive promise 
that they would come, but said if they 
cirne they would strike for the first prize, 
and that fruit and wine would be their 
lciders. And, let me say, I sampled some 
of the best wines at the Barton cellar that 
it has ever been my fortune to taste. The 
strong feature of the wine is its delicacy. 
Fresno will yet produce the most delicate 
vintage of the State." 
"Speaking of wine,” said Mr. Hancock, 
“the most noticeable feature of the county 
is ihe absence of saloons on the public 
highways. In a ride of forty miles we did 
not find one saloon. It seems to be a cus­ 
tom of the county that they are not, as it 
is here that they are.” 
“ At Merced we got a positive promise 
that an exhibit from that county would be 
made, and an increased amonnt of space 
will be asked for, and Mr. Ostrander will 
be here in a few days to select the location. 
The fruit section of Merced is not close to 
the town, therefore we did not inspect it; 
but it abides there, and the people of the 
State will have a chance to see the products 
at the coming State Fair.” ' 
OFFICIAL ADVERTISING. 
L and R egister H etzel A n ticipates a H int 
from H eadquarters. 
Having learned that a change was pro­ 
posed in the designation of newspapers for 
the publication of official notices from the 
Unjjed States Land Office, a R ecord U nion 
reporter yesterday called on Register Het- 
zel to learn the facts. 
Mr. Hetzel stated that he had no objec­ 
tion to giving publicity to the contem­ 
plated change; that, on the contrary, its 
being generally known would save the 
office and attorneys practising before it, a 
great deal of unnecessary correspondence, 
and would avoid delay to all applicants 
requesting publication of notices. 
In response to a question by the reporter, 
Mr. Hetzel stated, in substance, that under 
the rule a large discretion is vested in the 
Register in the designation of newspapers 
for official printing within certain geo­ 
graphical limits. This discretion he has 
exercised in favor of the Democratic press, 
feeling thst it was due to the Administra­ 
tion which appointed him. He has re­ 
cently received a request from the Honor­ 
able Commissioner of the General Land 
Office that this discretion be hereafter ex­ 
ercised, “other things being equal,” in 
favor of the Republican press. W ith this 
request he feels it his duty to comply. The 
rule which the Register will enforce will 
be the same as heretofore as far as the 
wishes of applicants are concerned. A 
valid business reason will be required to 
insure publication in a Democratic jour­ 
nal where a Repubiican journal fulfills the 
conditions of the rule. There are only 
five localities in this land district where 
there are rival newspapers afftcted: Grass 
Valley, Auburn, Placerville, Jackson and 
San Andreas. 
Mr. Hetzel stated that, while he would, 
of course, personally prefer to give the 
office patronage to journals of his own 
political faith, be could not bnt recognize 
the propriety of the Commissioner’s re­ 
quest. The present Administration has 
the right to invoke in favor of a friendly 
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ress the same rule that was enforced on 
ehalf of journals friendly to the last Ad­ 
ministration.

Itusy S c e n es-A B ronounced F ooling of 
In d e p en d e n ce D evelops. 
Spokane F alls (W . T ), August 7th.— 
T he third m orning after the fire opened 
w ith increased activity throughout the 
city. Thousands of people are rushing 
thither and hither, all on business bent. 
Tents are springing up w ith rem arkable 
rapidity, and most every representative 
firm is doing business in sorns shape. 
Three of the bat.ks have purchased choice 
corner lots, paying SI,000 a front foot for 
the same, and will erect handsom e build­ 
ings im m ediately. Of the larger blocks 
destroyed, the Eagle, W ashington, F rank­ 
furt, Hyde, Brownes, Falls City and Tull 
will be rebuiLt on a grander scale than 
ever. 
In a dczan places the debris is being 
cleared away r.nd the ground broken for 
im posing structures. 
Outside capitalists and loan companies 
are sending telegrams offering unlim ited 
capital for investm ent in rebuilding the 
city. 
The larger firms have telegraphed East 
for a new stock of goods, and in a lew 
days the cit’.zeus can be supplied with any­ 
thing. 
All fears of a provision famine are dis­ 
pelled. as every train brings food and bed­ 
ding from neighboring cities. 
The Belief Committee fed about three 
hundred peoplt-Aiiis morning. 
The city is still under m artial law and 
the best of order prevails. 
The Northern Pacific Railroad has a 
large force at work rebuilding the depot 
and freight-house. 
All reports of large loss of life are erro­ 
neous. 
Only *nc life was lost, that of 
C. Davis. 
Our citizens all express the deepest grati­ 
tude to neighb >ring cities lor the prompt 
m anner in which they came to our aid 
w ith money and provisions. 
The Council will meet to-night to hear 
the report of the com m ittee appointed to 
investigate the alleged crim inal negligence 
of City Superintendent of W ater Works 
Jones in going away and leaving au incom ­ 
petent m an to run the same. If the charges 
are found true he will he severely dealt 
w ith. 
All the attem pts of unscrupulous m er­ 
chants and keepers of restaurants to ex’ort 
fabulous prices for meals, etc., have been 
checked by the Couucil, who Ihrentenrto 
revoke their licenses if the facts are proven. 
A conservative estim ate oí the total loss 
by Lhe conflagration is placed at 110,000,000.

“It is one of those fasci­ 
nating drinks which destroy sleep and 
shatter the nerves as effectually as lager 
beer or whisky when one does not know 
how to use it. 
That is where the mistake 
lies, with the user, not the tea.” Yet iced 
or cold tea is not tea at all. 
It is, to all 
intents, tannie acid. 
It represents an ex­ 
tremely unsuccessful experiment in chem­ 
istry—tbas is, it is a mixture of elements 
which were never meant to combine for 
the regalement of man’s stomach. 
To the 
taste none of the distinctive elements of 
tea seem to he present in the iced form 
except the tannin. 
This may be weakly 
disguised with powdered sugar, but usually 
it is accentuated by the addition of lenton- 
juice. 
Undoubtedly,- 
however, as our 
Waterbury contemporary notes, the theine 
(or alkaloid which gives tea its intoxicat­ 
ing qualities) also is strongly present in 
the chilly mixture, 
lce-water does no 
harm to the vast majority of mortals; hut 
iced tea is a bad brea!:.— Bú fala Express.
